Did you know why the open house 
was last Saturday? It’s because this 
week is Fire Prevention Week. OK, that 
was the easy question. Part 2: Do you 
know why this week is Fire Prevention 
Week? I didn’t, but Fire Marshall Rich¬ 
ard Snyder was on-hand to let me know. 
It’s because yesterday, October 8, 
marked the anniversary of the great 
Chicago fire of 1871. Yes, Mrs. 
O’Leary’s cow lives in infamy. The fire 
burned for 90 hours, caused over 300 
deaths, and scorched 25 square miles of 
Chicago. 

In addition to the fire truck and police 
car on display, a selection of the fire¬ 
fighters’ equipment was laid out for 
viewing, also, including coats, boots, 
axes, bolt cutters, and saws. Explorers 
were running an “Operation: Kidprint” 
table. Children are fingerprinted, and the 
cards go home with the parents, who can 
then attach a photo, in case of a later 
emergency. The cards are faxable. 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy called the open 
house a “Good turnout,” and was hap¬ 
py with the various displays, which also 
included a fire extinguisher video and an 
earthquake simulator.

Saturday marked the Sierra Madre 
Fire Department’s open house. Smokey 
the Bear was on-hand, and there were 
hot dogs and sodas for all. T-shirts, hats, 
anniversary books, and prints of pictures 
were available for sale, with proceeds 
going to the Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment. 

A video on fire prevention was run¬ 
ning throughout the day. Pamphlets 
were available on all aspects of safety, 
including earthquakes, cooking fires, 
bums, and hazardous wastes. Coloring 
papers were also on-hand for the young¬ 
er children. Also on hand were smoke 
detectors from Radio Shack’s nation¬ 
wide program. Radio shack has donat¬ 
ed 1.3 million smoke detectors nation¬ 
wide, 45,000 of which went to Los An¬ 
geles County. Fire Marshall Richard 
Snyder says that residents are already 
signing up for the program. 

Volunteers from the Police and Fire 
Explorers were also on-hand helping 
out. The group is newly formed, with 14 
members. Sierra Madre’s officer Huber 
says that more are applying. Lifeline 
packets are still being passed out. Stored 
in the refridgerator, they contain vital, 
possibly life-saving medical information 
about the patient’s history.

Sierra Madre Town Folks 


Most of the kids, growing up in Si¬ 
erra Madre, made friends with many of 
the shop owners in town. I would like 
to relate to you all, some of these folks 
that I remember from the old days, who 
really took an interest in us kids. 

The first name that comes to mind is 
Andy Liscomb. Andy owned the Union 
Gas Station at the northeast comer of 
Baldwin and Sierra Madre Blvd. 
Whenever my bike tires went flat, 
which was often, 1 would push my bike 
up to Andy’s and he would repair the 
flat for a quarter. If we didn’t have any 
money, which was often, he would fix 
it anyway, and tell me to pay him later. 

I remember Dad coming home one 
evening raving mad. He had stopped at 
Andy’s to fill the family car up with gas, 
and the price of gasoline had gone up 
to twenty one cents a gallon. Dad raved 
on about that all evening long and most 
of the following week. Soon it passed, 
and Dad got back to normal again-and 
the price stayed where Andy put it. 

Andy carried all kinds of stuff for 
bicycles. He had handlebar grips with 
tassels, bicycle tires, and inner tubes for 
the bicycles, and he even had spokes for 
the wheels. He carried a whole line of 
bike stuff for us kids, because he really 
liked us and we liked him. He sure was 
a nice man. 

The next name to come to mind is 
Joe Bololovitch. Joe owned the gas 
station at the southwest comer of Bald¬ 
win and Sierra Madre Blvd. Joe had a 
great big automobile shop attached to 
the gas station that was full of old cars. 
Joe would let us kids go in the back and 
play in the cars. None of the cars 
worked, so there wasn’t any danger. 
We would play at being real grown up 
and get behind the wheel and make 
believe that we were travelling to far off 
places. 

One day Joe got burned real bad, 
while pumping gas, he ended up in the 
hospital for a long time. The gas pumps 
in those days were big glass filled con¬ 
tainers, with a gravity flow nozzle. This 
was before the electric pumps that we 
have today. Apparently, while Joe was 
pumping gas, the nozzle made a spark 
when he put it into the gas tank and lit 
everything on fire. Joe got badly 
burned, when he got out of the hospital 
he would go to the Dr. Jacobs office, 
just west on Sierra Madre Boulevard to 
get his wounds dressed. One time I saw 
Joe sitting on the examining table in Dr. 
Jacobs office with new bandages all 
over his chest and I felt so sorry for him. 
After Joe healed sufficiently he went 
back to work at the gas station. He 
didn’t do much work any more on the 
cars in the shop and pumped a little gas 
after he replaced the nozzles on the 
pumps with new ones that didn’t cause 
sparks. Joe always stayed nice and 
friendly with us kids even after his or¬ 
deal. He passed away in the next few 
years because of what he went through. 
I am sure that all of us who remember 
Joe will never forget him. 

In those days when you walked by 
Kersting Court there was always a lit¬ 
tle old man sitting on one of the bench¬ 
es, from morning ‘til evening, his name 
was Mac. That’s all I knew him by. He 
was real friendly and accommodating 
to the grown ups and the kids as we 
walked by. Mac must have been 85 or

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so, and always wore the same tattered 
white suit. He was pink faced with a 
scraggly white beard, and always had 
blood shot eyes. He always had a bot¬ 
tle in his right hand coat pocket, and I 
guess that’s why his eyes were always 
red. I never saw him drunk but we all 
knew he’d have a sip now and then. I 
used to sit down with him on the bench 
and Mac would tell me real neat stories 
of places he’d been and things he’d 
done in his life. They were always in¬ 
teresting stories and I loved hearing 
them. Mac was around for a long, long 
time, and one day I guess he just disap¬ 
peared. 

During the summertime Mom would 
send me across town on my bike to Mr. 
Steinberg’s. Mr. Steinberg lived south 
of Sierra Madre Blvd. on the west side 
of town, and sold vegetables that he 
grew himself. Mr. Steinberg was a big 
man about 80 years old, and had a neat 
grey beard. He raised mostly com and 
squash. Mom would always have me 
buy a dozen ears of com from him be¬ 
cause it had just been picked that day 
from his com patch. One day he told me 
he was growing a new kind of squash, 
and I asked “Where is it?” He said, 
“Look up in the trees, that run down the 
side of the property.” I didn’t know 
what kind of trees they were except they 
were big and had been there a long time. 
There must have been a half dozen of 
these big trees, mnning down the prop¬ 
erty line and when you looked up into 
the branches of these trees you could 
see squash vines tangled all through the 
trees with huge squash handing down 
like bulbous bananas. What a sight to 
see. 

We lived in four houses on East 
Grandview Avenue, during my child¬ 
hood—I guess my folks like to move 
around a lot. Well, just up the street 
about half a block from Mountain Trail 
on the south side of the street there was 
a little old wooden shack with windows 
in it. An old man lived in the shack and 
I knew that he didn’t have any gas or 
electricity in that shack, because in the 
evening when it got a little dark you 
could always see a candle glowing out 
the windows. I don’t know how he sur¬ 
vived but he seemed to do o.k. Every 
year in the early fall he would have a 
big load of lumber pieces delivered to 
his house. They were always just the 
right size to put into a stove or fireplace. 
Every Saturday I would see him head¬ 
ing off down town pulling a red wag¬ 
on. Often I would see him coming 
home from down town pulling the wag¬ 
on filled with groceries. I remember 
one day I walked by his shack and 
stopped to look at the new batch of 
wood had just been delivered that day. 
I had a wood project going on at home 
and I needed another small piece of 
wood to finish off the project whatever 
it was. I stoppied and knocked on his 
door and he answered it right away. He 
had a broom in his hand and I guess he 
was sweeping the floor. Well, when I 
looked down the floor was all dirt but 
hard as could be. He told me to go 
ahead and take a piece of wood for my 
project. I thanked him and left. I re¬ 
member he was around for quite a while 
and one day later on I didn’t see him 
anymore.

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IS YOUR PET MISSING?”

Madre lately, you’re sure 
to come across a “Missing 
Cat” sign. Over the past 
several months, many cats 
have disappeared from our 
neighborhood. 

Several pet owners in¬ 
terviewed stated they had 
lost their cat some time 
during the evening hours. 
One owner said that she 
had let her cat out around 
3 a.m. by 5 a.m. it had dis¬ 
appeared. This same pet 
owner has tost 3 cats over 
a 4-month time period.

Is our predator animal 
or human? It could be 
both. 

Pet owners should be 
warned about the presence 
of coyotes in Sierra Madre. 
A local police officer re¬ 
cently described the coy¬ 
otes as being “every¬ 
where” and stated he’s 
seen them as far south as 
the 210 freeway. These 
animals come out in search 
of food. They usually 
don’t appear until after 
sunset, but during daylight 
savings they have been 
seen as early as twilight. 

What can we do about 
this problem? Elizabeth 
Stelow, Public Relations 


Director for The Pasadena 
Humane Society & SPCA, 
advises bringing your pets 
in at night. Impossible to 
get your cat to come in, 
you say? Try changing his 
feeding time to the 
evening hours, so he’ll be 
sure to come home when 
he’s hungry. As a matter of 
policy, the Humane Soci¬ 
ety will not adopt out a pet 
to an owner residing in the 
hillside areas unless they 
agree to keep it in at night. 

Ms. Stelow also warns 
that with Halloween ap¬ 
proaching, pet owners 
should be aware of the 
dangers of human preda¬ 
tors. Juveniles are fond of 
malicious pranks, and cer¬ 
tain alternative religious 
groups abuse pets for ritu¬ 
al practices. “Black cats 
have always been a prob¬ 
lem on Halloween, but 
other pets are also com¬ 
mon targets for violence,” 
states Steven McNall, Pas-

Budget Concerns Reappear 
During Hiring Vote

The $2,0(X),()(X) budget¬ 
balancing act in Arcadia 
was perhaps too recent to 
have an aftermath, but 
shock waves still reverber¬ 
ate. From at least one 
councilmember who 
thinks not enough was cut 
from the budget to at least 
one who thinks that noth¬ 
ing should have been cut, 
given the City’s reserves, 
nobody is entirely happy 
with the compromise that 
was struck, cutting ap¬ 
proximately 1/3 of the 
deficit, and paying off the 
other 2/3 with reserves. 
Tuesday’s City Council 
meeting resurrected some 
of those issues of debate. 

On the agenda was the 
discussion on whether or 
not to fill existing vacant 
positions in City staff. 
Several positions have 
been budgeted, but a hiring 
freeze remains in effect, 
requiring City Council ap¬ 
proval prior to hiring any 
individuals. Positions 
waiting to be filled in¬ 
cluded jobs within the po¬ 
lice, fire, development ser¬ 
vices, library, and mainte¬ 
nance services depart¬ 
ments. Comments by 
councilmembers at recent 
meetings have indicated a 
general willingness to look 
into filling the positions, 
since they escaped being 
cut. 

Councilman Dr. Sheng 
Chang opened the discus¬ 
sion by saying, “All of 
these positions are neces¬ 
sary. We’ve already cut 
$600,000 out of this year’s 
budget.” Chang met with 
some opposition, however, 
most vocally from Mayor 
Robert Harbicht, who said, 
“I would rather re-open 
and discuss the budget and 
ask which are the best 
ways to take care of it (the 
deficit). We’re either go¬ 
ing to do it now, or we’re 


going to do it in six 
months.” Harbicht ex¬ 
pressed some displeasure 
at the randomness of mak¬ 
ing cuts in whatever de¬ 
partment happened to in¬ 
cur vacancies (“We’re do¬ 
ing it by chance”) and in¬ 
dicated that would not be 
his preferred way to cut the 
budget, but added, “I’ll do 
it that way if we have to.” 

Concurring with Mayor 
Harbicht was Council- 
woman Mary Young, who 
said, “Now is the time to 
work on the budget. I 
agree with the mayor.” 
Young has expressed un¬ 
happiness on the dispro¬ 
portionate nature of the re¬ 
cent budget cuts, which hit 
the fire department for 
over S4(X),(X)0 while leav¬ 
ing other departments un¬ 
touched. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Kuhn asserted that while 
the budget was an impor¬ 
tant concern, perhaps too 
much emphasis was being 
placed on cutting it: “If we 
Just cut, all we’re doing is 
inflicting major surgery. 
That’s not what the public 
wants. We need to turn 
revenue around.” Mayor 
Pro Tern Gary Kovacic felt 
the Councilman Chang’s 
proposal to fill the posi¬ 
tions was not inconsistent 
with Mayor Harbicht’s 
desire to re-open budget 
discussions, which he sup¬ 
ported. He seconded 
Chang’s motion to fill all 
previously-funded vacan¬ 
cies. 

Young asked Dr. Chang 
if he would consider 
amending his motion to 
read, “fill all previously 
funded positions with the 
exception of the library,” 
but Chang was unwilling 
to do that. Before the vote. 
Mayor Harbicht said that 
he felt the Council was 
“shirking our responsibili¬ 
ties”. With Harbicht op¬ 
posing the move and 


Young not wanting to fill 
the library positions, 
Chang’s and Kovacic’s 
motion appeared to rest on 
the shoulders of Council- 
woman Barbara Kuhn, an 
apparent swing vote. 

In a somewhat surpris¬ 
ing turn of events, how¬ 
ever, Kovacic voted 
against the motion which 
he had seconded, and de¬ 
spite getting Kuhn’s sup¬ 
port, Dr. Chang’s motion 
failed, 2-3, with Harbicht, 
Young, and Kovacic dis¬ 
senting. After a brief dis¬ 
cussion, at Mayor 
Harbicht’s suggestion, the 
Council agreed to analyze 
the vacancies on a posi¬ 
tion by position basis. 

First up were two fire 
technician positions, 
which were approved 
unanimously. Police posi¬ 
tions were approved by a 
4-1 vote, with Harbicht 
dissenting. Harbicht and 
Young both dissented on 
filling two librarian posi¬ 
tions, but it passed on a 3- 
2 vote, as did the develop¬ 
ment services positions, 
with Harbicht and Kovacic 
dissenting. Finally, the 
maintenance services va¬ 
cancy was filled with two 
part-time workers, as sug¬ 
gested by Maintenance 
Services Director Pat Mal¬ 
loy, saving the City over 
$30,(){X) against the bud¬ 
geted amount. This vote 
was unanimous. Thus, 
ironically, after voting 
down the proposal to fill 
all of the vacancies, the 
Council approved each of 
the vacancies on a case by 
case basis. 

In other Council news. 
The Council voted down a 
proposal to form a com¬ 
mittee to study alternative 
fire services. The proposed 
committee had the support 
of Kovacic, who said, “I 
would like a second opin¬ 
ion from someone who is 
not a part of the current 


apparatus.” Mayor 
Harbicht disagreed, how¬ 
ever, stating, “We have an 
expert on staff (Fire Chief 
Ken LaVoie).” The com¬ 
mittee was voted down by 
a 3-2 margin, with Young, 
Kuhn, and Harbicht dis¬ 
senting. One community 
member unhappy with the 
decision was resident Lyle 
Wilson, who stated, “This 
Council is always preach¬ 
ing greater community in¬ 
volvement, and this was a 
perfect opportunity. I have 
a neighbor who lives in 
Arcadia and has been a 
Los Angeles County fire¬ 
fighter for over 12 years. 
There are plenty of Arca¬ 
dia residents qualified to 
serve on a committee who 
are not Arcadia Fire De¬ 
partment employees.” 

Janice Torington was 
unanimously selected 
from a field of four appli¬ 
cants to serve on the Arca¬ 
dia Beautiful Commission. 

Finally, the Community 
Redevelopment Agency 
approved the allocation of 
$15,000 to help fund a 
Farmers’ Market on S. 
First Avenue. The money 
was previously allocated 
to “Special Events” in the 
CRA budget. On hand was 
Arcadia Business Associa¬ 
tion President Garland 
Roberson, who spoke of 
the ABA’s work and put¬ 
ting together a no-frills, 
top-level Farmer’s Mar¬ 
ket, and the proposal 
passed unanimously. The 
ABA has already raised 
$5,000 from business 
owners to go with the 
City’s money and provide 
a $20,0(X) initial operating 
budget. Said Mayor Har¬ 
bicht, “This is the first time 
in many years I’ve seen the 
businesses in the down¬ 
town area come together 
like this...the concept is to 
have a first class Farmers’ 
Market.” Roberson says 
that he is shooting for a 
March start-up date.

Take 

Advantage of 
CRA Program

The old saying is, you’ve got to spend money to make 
money, and to an extent, that’s the principle behind re¬ 
development. The Arcadia Community Redevelopment 
Agency’s Commercial Facade Rehabilitation Program 
(CFRP) is in its second year, and several downtown busi¬ 
nesspeople are using it to make aesthetic and practical 
physical improvements, and give the downtown business 
area a facelift. 

The CFRP was approved in concept in March, 1996, 
and renewed this year. The concept is simple: Improve¬ 
ments to businesses are beneficial to the businesses, and 
therefore, to the City. The cost of these improvements 
is often prohibitive to the extent that they won’t be made, 
at least as soon as they would be if cost were not a fac¬ 
tor. For these reasons, the CRA originally allocated 
$150,000 to go to forgivable loans to downtown busi¬ 
nesses. 

The program is part of ‘Phase Two’ of the Downtown 
2000 project. Phase One was the streetscape project, and 
Phase Two consists-of business incentives. Specifically, 
the CFRP offers money for architectural consultations, 
signage, facade improvements, and other property im¬ 
provements. The City has rebated $81,240 to six busi¬ 
nesses that have invested over $135,000 in their Arca¬ 
dia businesses, and more projects are in the works. 

The various categories are funded by a percentage 
basis on a sliding scale contingent upon the business’ in¬ 
vestment. The program is working to stimulate improve¬ 
ments that would not have otherwise been seen. Said 
Economic Development Administrator Pete I^nnahan, 
“When you get 80% of your money back (the cap on the 
facade improvements project), that’s a real incentive to 
participate in the program. It does work, and it is suc¬ 
cessful.” 

One businessman who would agree with Kinnahan is 
George Dunaians of Western Medical Supply, on E. 
Huntington. His parking lot was old and cracked and 
filled with holes; now, it’s been completely lifted and 
replaced, and both buildings of his have been painted. 
The results? “It looks great,” said Dunains, who spent 
Over $31,000 to improve his business, but will get back 
slightly more than 50% of that money. What would his 
business be like without the CFRP? “We probably could 
not have afforded to do the project. At the very least, we 
would have had to wait another couple of years,” said 
Dunains. Is Arcadia ‘business-friendly’? “The City came 
through when we needed help. We’re very happy to be 
doing business in Arcadia,” concluded Dunains.

Governing 
Board Fills 

N^cant Seat 

James C. Romo has been appointed to the Governing 
Board of the Arcadia Unified School District to fill the 
vacant seat created by the resignation of Michael Lamb 
in September. Romo, a 15-year Arcadia resident and 
father of three, was selected from a field of twelve can¬ 
didates interviewed by the Board in a special open ses¬ 
sion on Tuesday night, October 7. Romo was a unani¬ 
mous selection. 

At the conclusion of the interviews. Board president 
Mary Dougherty commented that she was overwhelmed 
with the quality of the candidates and that the commu¬ 
nity should be extremely proud that these twelve indi¬ 
viduals would come forward for consideration for the 
position. 

In selecting Romo, Board members commented on his 
broad-based background and knowledge of current edu¬ 
cational issues and Arcadia schools in particular. Romo 
has been a trustee on the Arcadia Educational Founda¬ 
tion for six years, serving two years as its president. He 
is a member of the Arcadia Athletic Boosters Club, 
Arcadia Music Club and on the board of directors of the 
Arcadia/Monrovia YMCA. He was instrumental in the 
passage of the local school bond issue in 1993. Romo, 
an attorney, is one of the coach/advisors to the Arcadia 
High School U.S. Constitution team that has been highly 
successful in State and National competitions. 

Romo will be officially sworn in at the Governing

There s More To Treating 
Depression Than Taking A Pill 


Library Foundation 
Recognizes Patrons 


It’s when “blues” won’t go away. When feelings of 
sadness, hopelessness and worthlessness overwhelm 
you. For some 20 million Americans, depression is a 
daily struggle, eroding productivity, relationships and 
the very core of their existence. According to the World 
Health Organization, depression is the fourth leading 
cause of death in the world and has also been linked to 
a number of health problems including heart disease, 
stroke, loss of bone strength and lowered immunity to 
disea.se. 

Scientists now have a growing appreciation of the 
various forms of depression as biochemical disorders, 
not just as a psychological phenomena. New classes of 
medications have worked to stem the tide of this devas¬ 
tating illness with little or no side effects. Drugs such as 
Prozac, Zoloft and others are being u.sed to correct brain 
chemistry and bring hope to patients. 

With the newfound treatment in a bottle, however, 
many mental health specialists are worried that patients 
suffering from depression will be diagnosed and treated 
without little regard for the life contributions to their 
depression. 

‘Talking a pill can help a patient feel better, but it’s 
Just the beginning of dealing with the factors that brought 
about the depression,” said William E. Vollero, M.D., 
geriatric and outpatient services director of Methodist 
Hospital’s psychiatric services. “Make no mistake, anti¬ 
depressants and mood stabilizing medications can work 
and help people get their life back. But beyond all the 
hype and expectations for the medications, depression 
can still be a serious and life-threatening medical illness 
that needs close monitoring and patient support,” he said. 

Unfortunately, depression’s elusive symptoms can 
make diagnosis difficult without special mental health 
training or awareness. 

Dr. Vollero says symptoms to look for include: 

* Feeling helpless, hopeless, worthless, guilty or ru¬ 
minating on the past. 

* Lost of interest in ordinary activities 

* Constant listlessness or fatigue 

* Problems sleeping 

* Loss of interest in sex, or excessive or diminished 
appetite 

* Difficulty concentrating, remembering or making 
decisions 

* Unexplained aches and pains, especially headaches. 

* Excessive crying, irritability, restlessness or rapid 
mood swings. 

* Thoughts of death or suicide 

If any of these problems persists for more than two 


weeks, it is a warning sign. If it continues for more than 
a month, it could be a strong indication that you are suf¬ 
fering from depression. 

But there is a way out of depression’s darkness. For¬ 
tunately, most depression in adults or children can re¬ 
spond to treatment within a few weeks to several months. 
Treatment has come a long way in recent years. Treat¬ 
ment options include one or more of the following es¬ 
tablished modalities: 

* Drug therapy, with a variety of anti-depressant 
medications and moody stabilizers. 

* Interpersonal therapy, to help patients identify prob¬ 
lems with relationships, develop new coping skills and 
learn to improve their self-esteem. 

* Cognitive/behavior therapy, to help patients recog¬ 
nize and correct distorted, self-defeating thoughts. 

There are many things you can do to help yourself as 
well. Exercise is vital, releasing stores of energy and 
helping improve your self-image that is eroded by de¬ 
pression. Social and spiritual interaction with family, 
friends, church/temple or support group members who 
understand what you are going through can also help. 

Remember, if you or a loved one are experiencing 
symptoms of depression, get help. Speak with your phy¬

The defense took charge early, forcing a punt on 
Arroyo’s opening possession. On fourth and two from 
the Knights’ 37, Arcadia was too close to punt, and too 
far to kick a field goal, so they did the next best thing: 
Slater faked a handoff, kept the ball, swept around left 
end, and scored on a 37 yard run at the 9:05 mark. 

Arroyo then turned the ball over on downs in four 
plays, and this time. Slater’s 32-yard run wasn’t good 
for a touchdown, but it brought Arcadia to a first and 
goal. Fullback Dan Bowman ran the ball in three plays 
later, and it was 13-0 with 6:53 remaining in the first 
quarter. 

The Apache defense forced a third punt, and Arcadia 
took over, but this time, the Apaches were forced to punt, 
also. Arroyo scored shortly before the quarter ended, to 
make it 13-7, but after the teams traded punts, Arcadia 
put another touchdown on the board, on a Blair Lewis 
59-yard run. With 7:51 remaining in the half, it was 21- 
7 Arcadia, and that’s how the half ended. 

The Apache defense was in Arroyo quarterback Ken¬ 
ny Smith’s face all night long, with Charles Leonardis 
swatting down passes and Mark Balch knocking him to 
the ground. In the second half, Andrew Policky drove 
the final nail in the coffin, scoring on a nine-yard touch¬ 
down run to make it 28-7 with 10:23 to go in the game.
